ed. 
“ One more last stand” of the Fed­ 
erals is expected before Iho fighting 
begins at the doors of the Mexican 
palace.

associa­ 
tion in regard 
to 
the 
innovation. 
Members of the committee and others 
who have had the suggestion pre­ 
sented to them in the la>t few day s 
are very hopeful that it will be pos­ 
sible to make the change because it 
will be beneficial to every one con­ 
cerned. 


Most arguments before the com­ 
mittee last night favored the change* 
Many reasons were advanced. 
The 
chief one was 
the 
advantage 
that 
would be gained by the use of the 
excellent mile track 
at 
Riverside 
park, which is considered one of the 
best tracks in Indiana. 
The 
race 
traek at the fair grounds has been 
in such condition for several y ears 
that trainers will not 
race 
their 
horses here. The result has been that 
it was impossible to 
Tiring 
good 
horses here and make the races up 
to the standard they were y ears ago. 
The track was spoiled when it was 
moved a few y ears ago to allow the 
I. & C. traction line a roadway . 
If 
the traek had been left as it was, it 
would not have been damaged, but 
tlu* turns were shortened. 
Horsemen 
tear their horses may Tic hurt in mak­ 
ing the turns. 
As a result they slow 
down and this reduces the time of 
the miles. 
The proximity of Riverside park 
to the city of Rushville was another 
of the very potent advantages that 
was pointed out. Farmers and others 
attending the fair would not be at 
the inconvenience of driving over a 
dusty road or riding a car to 
the 
grounds. 
The argument is also 
advanced 
that night fair could be 
held 
at 
Riverside park, but that it is doubt­ 
ful whether a night fair could be 
staged at the present county 
fair 
ground. 
It has been considered, but 
alway s held unlikely because of the 
great distance to the 
ground 
the 
great expense incident to lighting the 
grounds. 
It is shown that Riverside 
park could be 
lighted 
very 
easily 
from the city current. 
It was pointed out at the commit­ 
tee meeting that M • A. Jones, who 
owns Riverside park is very anxious 
that tlie fair be located there and 
that arrang em ents could be 
made 
easilv to use the ground, lie is anx­ 
ious. it was shown, to bring 
horse 
trainers here to increase the revenue 
from the ground. 
The new industries 
committee is 
working especially hard to 
secure 
training stables for the many horses 
which would be here, once the stables 
w'ere built. 
The committee 
believes 
that the race horse business is the 
best industry Rush county ever had. 
It was at a high tide once upon a 
time, but has l» een allowed to dorp
